Challenges: Car Seat Program: Since not all pregnancy tests are positive and transitioned into our prenatal program, we have seen 
lower numbers in the need for car seats. Crib Distribution Program: Since not all pregnancy tests are positive and transitioned into our 
prenatal program we have seen lower numbers in the need for cribs. Housing Assistance Program: As a result of Twin Cities housing 
programs having very long waiting lists (2-5 years for low income), and most of our clients being considered low income, it has been 
difficult to connect them with housing resources. We continue to do our best to research and connect our clients to outside community 
resources that they qualify for. Life Skills Education Program: We offer our parenting and life-skill classes on a rotating basis. We did 
not offer financial or career courses in Q3 but will be offering both classes in Q4.
